O.S.R. 480.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of

4. Disqualification.—-No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
th;.' supch marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per¬ 
son from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do so. It 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—-Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva¬ 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Schedule** 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders Issued by the Central Government fror 
time to time in this regard.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

It was observed by the Committee on Subordinate Legisla¬ 
tion (Tenth Lok Sabha) in its second report that the recruit¬ 
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ment rules for the post of Engineering Assistant, Mast Tech¬ 
nician and Technician did not carry the revised pay scale* 
of their posts as recommended by the FourLh Genual Pay 
Commission. In actual practice the Incumbents working in 
these posts are drawing the revised pay scales with effect 
from 1st January, 198ft, In order to effect this change the 
revised pay scales were incorporated in the All India Radio 
(Group ‘C’ Posts) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules. 1991. 
However, inadvertently, the same were notified to come into 
force on the date of publication in the Official Gazette. As the 
said notification did not depict the actual facts; so it ha* 
been felt to rectify the error by issuing an amendment.

< i.S.R, 483,—In exercise of the powers confer red by the

3. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other Qualifica¬ 
tions.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected thereto shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct re¬ 
cruitment as in column 6 of the said Schedule may be re¬ 
laxed by the Staff Selection Commission: 


(aj in the case of Government Servants; or 

(b) in the case of any other persons belonging to Sche¬ 
duled Castes or Scheduled Tribes or other special 
category, in accordance with the general orders of 
the Central Government issued from time to time. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who have a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 

tracted marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and other party to the marriage, 
and there arc grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Centdal Govemmtnt is of 
the opinion that it is necessary to do so, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provision* 
of these rules with respect to any class or catogory of per¬ 
sons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in this rule shall affect reservations 
and other concession required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this respect.
